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Tornado hits town! 


A TOTAL of 24 homes in 
Skelmersdale were damaged 
when a reported tornado 
struck the town just after 
12pm last Friday. 

Emergency services con- 
firmed that the streets 
affected by the freak weather 
burst were in Eskbank, Tan- 
house and Grimshaw Road. 

Residents were told to not go 
near the area while work was 
carried out to make sure prop- 
erties were safe. 

Following the incident some 
residents had to be evacuated 
from their homes. 

A statement by Lancashire 
Fire & Rescue Service said: “At 
12:09pm on October 29, three

fire engines from 
Skelmersdale and Ormskirk 
attended a dangerous struc- 
ture incident on Eskbank, 
Skelmersdale. One support 
pump from Greater 
Manchester Fire and Rescue 
Service also attended. The 
incident involves approxim- 
ately 24 domestic properties 
damaged due to inclement 
weather. 

“A further three fire engines 


and an aerial ladder platform 
from Chorley, Preston and Ful- 
wood were also in attendance. 
Firefighters worked with Lan- 
cashire Police and West 
Lancashire Borough Council 
to make the buildings safe and 
assist residents.” 

People were also advised to 
avoid the area. 

West Lancs Policing Team 
added: “West Lancashire isn't 
known for it's extreme 
weather, but just before mid- 
day today, a tornado 
(confirmed by residents) has 
travelled through the area 
causing a significant amount 
of damage to properties.

Council urged to make 
improvements to its 
pest control services 


MP Rosie Cooper has demanded West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council make urgent 
improvements to its pest control and mainten- 
ance services, after she was horrified to be 
told by a council tenant in Ormskirk that they 
had to live with a rat infestation for years. 

The resident contacted the West Lancashire 
MP to ask for her support after she claimed the 
council repeatedly failed to deal with the rats 
living in her attic. 

The council has since apologised and have 
confirmed the works required to stop the 
rodents accessing the property have finished. 

Ms Cooper MP said: “I am horrified that this 
has been allowed to happen! 

“No one should have to live with rats in their 
property, and the council have an obligation to 
their tenants to ensure problems like this are 
dealt with quickly and comprehensively.

Plans to turn former 
pub into convenience 
store get green light 


Report by Henry James 


PLANS to convert the former Railway Hotel in 
Parbold into a Co-op store and to build three 
apartments on the site have been approved. 

The decision was made by West Lancashire Bor- 
ough Council’s Planning Committee. 

The former pub is set to be converted into a retail 
store across the ground and lower ground levels. 

The first floor of the existing pub building, which 
is currently used as an ancillary residential accom- 
modation, would be voided, and the existing 
basement would be infilled. 

To the west of the car park it is proposed to build a 
residential block. The building would include three 
two-bedroom apartments. 

Parbold Parish Council welcomed the develop- 
ment of the public house into a viable business. 

However, they had concerns about the traffic 
implications. 

The borough council has had letters from resid- 
ents who were concerned about increase in traffic 
and parking, as well as highway and pedestrian 
safety issues. 

Some locals were also concerned that the proposal 
would badly impact on other businesses in Parbold, 
while another resident wrote to the council in 
favour of the plan to say that the apartment block is 
“visually stunning and well thought out”. 

They said the immediate locality would benefit 
greatly from this scheme and there would be little 
or no shortcomings to be seen. They saw the 
scheme as a welcome addition to the village. 

The application was to be considered under the 
council’s delegation scheme but was referred to 
committee by Councillors Blake and Whittington. 

They wanted the committee to consider a number

of points such as a change of use of the building in 
the centre of Parbold, the flooding issues with site 
and traffic issues. 

Officers wrote the following in planning docu- 
ments for the Planning Committee meeting: “The 
proposed development is considered to be accept- 
able in principle. 

“The design, size and scale of the extension and 
the new building are considered to be acceptable 
and will preserve the character and appearance of 
the Conservation Area. 

“The proposal would not have any significantly 
harmful impacts on neighbour amenity. 

“Subject to appropriate conditions the proposal 
would not result in adverse impacts on flood- 
ing/drainage, highway safety, trees or biodiversity 
within the local area. The proposed development is 
considered to be compliant with the National Plan- 
ning Policy Framework.”

The U3A is aimed at attracting older people, many of 
whom have retired and it gives them the chance to 
make new friends who share the same interests.

“Skelmersdale U3A recently celebrated its 10th 
anniversary but is now on the brink of closing its 
doors for good. Covid19 cannot take all the blame. 
Skelmersdale U3A’s difficulties are a combination of a 
membership that is 10 years older plus a decline in 
gaining new members. The U3A movement has a lot 
of strengths one of which is the ability to create small, 
focused groups.” 

The U3A allows people who have an interest in 
gardening, travel, rambling, or just postage stamps 
for example to meet up. Deborah added: “The U3A 
allows people to meet up with others with the same 
interests. 

“You can do it for just two hours, or one day, or 
weekly or monthly or annually for as long as you and 
the group want. All the groups are self-financing. 
Costs range from £1 upwards to cover the group’s 
costs only. This makes the costs very attractive, plus 
we are a very friendly lot. 

“If we are not able to attract more members soon, 
there is a very strong possibility Skelmersdale U3A 
will fold at the end of the year. We believe in learn, 
laugh, and live - join us.” 

The group will be celebrating Lancashire Day at 
their next meeting Thursday, November 18, at 2pm in 
the Ecumenical Centre.

Paramedic claims proposal

MAKING the Derby Street railway 
bridge in Ormskirk single lane will 
cause serious delays to ambulances on 
their way to hospital and potentially 
lead to loss of life, a paramedic has 
claimed.

A MAN has been arrested for attempted murder 
following a shooting in Skelmersdale. 

Police were called at 12.30am on Monday 
(October 25) to a report of a suspected firearms 
discharge in Cedar Grove. 

Officers found damage to the front door of a 
property consistent with a firearm being fired. 

No-one was injured in what police believe was 
‘targeted attack.’ 

A 35-year-old man from Skelmersdale has 
been arrested on suspicion of attempted 
murder. He remains in custody. 

Detective Inspector Steve Monk, of Lancashire 
Police, said: “This is clearly a worrying and 
concerning incident. 

“Patrols have been increased and you should 
expect to see a visible police presence in the 
area in the coming days. 

“If you have any concerns please feel free to 
speak to an officer.

They added: “It is utter madness that you don’t 
conduct a trial first. 

“Would you like to be the person in the back of the 
ambulance praying the ambulance can get you to 
hospital in time?’ 

Councillor Adrian Owens, chairman of Our West 
Lancashire said: “Several residents raised concerns 
about the passage of emergency vehicles especially 
as this road is part of the direct route between 
Southport and Ormskirk hospitals.” 

He described the comment from the serving

ambulance driver as “very concerning.” 

Cllr Owens said he had raised the concerns about 
possible ambulance delays with the Highways cab- 
inet member, Cllr Charlie Edwards. 

A spokesman for Lancashire County Council said: 
“Derby Street Bridge is a grade 2 listed structure 
which carries the A570, one of Lancashire's most 
important roads. 

“The planned strengthening work is vital to 
ensure the long-term viability of the bridge and 
ensure it can be used by all vehicles. 

“Alongside this we have carefully considered a 
range of options to ensure safety for pedestrians in 
future, and leaving the current narrow footways in 
place is not an acceptable option for the long term. 

“We have used a robust method which is routinely 
used by the highways industry to evaluate the effect 
of removing a lane of traffic on the bridge which 
shows that, while there are a number of issues 
which contribute to traffic congestion in Ormskirk, 
taking this measure will not have any negative 
impact on traffic flow.”

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Exploits of ‘world’s worst 
golfer’ Maurice Flitcroft to 
be made into comedy film 


Hoaxer stayed with brother in 
Skelmersdale while trying to 
qualify for 1976 Open - and 

then scored worst ever round

A FILM has been made about the 
‘world’s worst golfer’ Maurice 
Flitcroft, who tricked his way 
into playing in a qualifying com- 
petition for the 1976 British 
Open held in Southport despite 
hardly having played the game. 

Flitcroft, a 46 year old crane 
operator from Barrow, said he was 
a professional golfer although he 
had actually only ever played on 
fields before. 

But his entry was accepted, and 
he stayed with his elder brother 
Roy in Skelmersdale, while com- 
peting at the qualifying event in 
Formby. 

He went to score a record-worst 
score of 121 (49-over par!) the 
worst-ever recorded since the 
Open Championship began in 
186. 


His exploits have now been 
made into a comedy film, The 
Phantom of the Open, which is 
due for general release next April. 

In the film Flitcroft is played by 


the actor Sir Mark Rylance who 
has appeared in films such The 
BFG, Bridge of Spies and 
Dunkirk. 

After the round Flitcroft said: “I 
had every intention of completing 
the round, no matter what, and if I 
kept trying, who knows? I might 
still strike some sort of form and 
salvage something from the 
wreckage.” 

Flitcroft would have needed 13 
holes in one the next day to qual- 
ify for The Open, so he did not 
return the following day for the 
second round. 

After his Formby round, The 
R&A was furious and banned him 
from all their courses. 

He went to watch the final day 
of The Open at Royal Birkdale and 
was photographed next to a 
young Seve, who finished second. 
The event was won by Johnny 
Miller. 

Flitcroft died in 2007 and had 
only been able to play golf on 
local fields as he was banned from 
golf clubs. 

The film and is based on the bio- 
graphical book The Phantom of 
The Open: Maurice Flitcroft, The 
World’s Worst Golfer, which was 
published in 2010 and co- 
authored by Simon Farnaby who 
wrote the films screenplay.

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Council grant scheme 
for voluntary groups 
set to be relaunched 


Each county councillor to get 
£2,000 to support grassroots 
projects in their community

A SCHEME to fund voluntary, community, and 
faith sector groups across Lancashire is set to be 
relaunched to help county councillors support 
vital work in their communities. 

The Local Member Grant Scheme will give coun- 
cillors the chance to make small grants to groups 
and organisations who make a real difference in 
their local areas. 

Funding will go towards specific projects that 
benefit the community rather than general running 
costs of the groups, with each councillor allotted 
£2,000 each year to give away to organisations 
working in their own communities. 

The scheme will be discussed by members of the 
council's Cabinet at its next meeting on Thursday, 
November 4, and then by the full council at its 
meeting in December. 

They are expected to vote for the reintroduction of 
the scheme, which previously ran from 2006 to 
2017, from January next year. 

Grants will be given to projects which meet the 
council’s corporate priorities, particularly those of 
‘Caring for the Vulnerable’ and ‘Protecting our 
Environment.’ 

Applications will be considered by each Group's 
local county councillor, who will decide which pro- 
jects should be supported. 

County Councillor Phillippa Williamson, leader of 
Lancashire County Council, said: “We know what a 
difference grants like these can make to community

projects and as a new administration we were really 
keen that they should be reintroduced. 

“All 84 councillors will have a pot of £2,000 each 
to make grants to support some of the amazing 
work we already know is happening at a grassroots 
level. 

“We particularly want to help smaller groups and 
groups looking for relatively small sums of money, 
with a minimum grant level set at £100. 

“Although larger charities and organisations are 
very welcome to apply, this scheme is also open to 
groups with less capacity and resource, and who 
sometimes might find applying for grants daunting 
or difficult. 

“The difference that such groups can make in their 
communities with relatively small amounts of 
money is well understood and something the coun- 
cil wanted to support.” 


Winter birds of prey at WWT Martin Mere 


Winter is starting to set in the mere is full of 
ducks and waders which also attracts a variety 
of birds of prey. 


Peregrine falcons are seen most days, they fly 
really high and the flock of lapwings see them 
as soon as they arrive and fly up into a swirling 
flock to confuse the peregrine. Go down to 

the Janet Kear hide and we have birdfeeders 
that attract a wide variety of small birds and 
mammals. A sparrowhawk can often be seen 
sat in the tree waiting for a rat or mouse to 
come out or it can be seen darting through the 
trees trying to catch a blue tit unaware. 


We had a great year for Marsh Harriers 

with 3 pairs breeding on site and fledging 

4 youngsters, over the winter more marsh 
harriers come onto the reserve as it’s a great 
place to hunt and roost in the reedbed, a 
stunning male has been seen just this week. 
Look out at dusk as the harriers come into 
roost and you might see a hen harrier amongst 
them the males are a stunning grey with a 
white ring around the base of the tail. 


While you sit in the United Utilities hide scan 
the fence posts for a buzzard they can often 
be seen rain or shine sat looking for a hunting 
opportunity. Another bird of prey to look out 
for when you are scanning the fence posts is 
the merlin they are really small and when they 
fly they are very direct they know exactly where 
they are going and they like to fly the quickest 
way there possible. Kestrels are a stunning 
orange colour and can often be seen near the 
Janet Kear hide waiting for a rat or mouse to 
come out under the birdfeeders. The kestrels 
hoover keeping their head perfectly still, they 
can see in infrared, when the mice are running 
around they pee constantly and this shows up 
to the kestrels like a trail. 


A visit to Martin Mere in the winter is an 
amazing experience and some days you can 
see 7 species of birds of prey, but I feel just 
seeing one of these amazing birds is a fantastic 
experience.

This winter doctors predict that more 
babies and toddlers than ever will catch 
RSV (Respiratory Syncytial Virus) and the 
latest information from the UK’s public 
health protection agency, UKHSA, shows 
that cases of RSV in the North West are on 
the rise. 

RSV is a common, highly infectious virus 
that usually circulates at this time of year 
and causes coughs and colds. It’s the main 
cause of breathing difficulties in younger 
children and while most will only experi- 
ence mild symptoms, it can lead to more 
serious respiratory problems in very young 
children with health conditions or com- 
plex medical needs. 

Now we are mixing more, very young 
children are at particular risk of getting 
RSV because they won't have been 
exposed to this virus yet, or had the 
chance to build up a natural immunity to 
it. 

As a charity supporting families with dis- 
abled children Contact wants to make sure 
that all families in Lancashire recognise

Hedgerow in Aughton has 
been destroyed and now is 
just an eyesore full of litter 


In view of the increased attention being given to 
environmental matters, and associated climate 
change, I thought the following may be of 
interest. 

Around four years ago I contacted West Lan- 
cashire Council and brought to their attention the 
removal of a 200 metre stretch of hedgerow 
alongside Winifred Lane, Aughton. 

They informed me that the hedgerow had not 
been removed (grubbed out) but had been 
‘pruned’ within guidelines and there was nothing 
amiss (apart from the fact that an old hedgerow 
had been decimated along with the nesting birds 
and other associated wildlife). 

The council representative also assured me that 
the hedgerow would survive intact and, in any 
case, it wasn’t worth saving because it didn’t con- 
tain the necessary mixture of trees. 

Now, four years on and following a number of 
approved ‘pruning exercises’ the hedgerow has 
totally vanished with no visible trees surviving. 


New bridge would be 
an excellent solution 


It is now just an eyesore, useful only for collect- 
ing plastic bottles and general litter. 

I did ask how the landowner was able to pro- 
ceed in this manner with the council observing 
but having no obvious powers to intervene, des- 
pite the laudable aims of conservation being 
highlighted on the council’s website. 

Since the adjacent field is no longer cultivated 
it does not make sense for the landowner to 
spend money on an expensive yet non-essential 
activity. 

If I was a suspicious individual I might suspect 
the land was being prepared for development. 

I would be pleased to know your readers views 
on this or similar issues in West Lancsahire. 

Perhaps the non-replacement of dead and/or 
dying trees might prove to be an interesting area 
for discussion.

FOUR-WHEEL-DRIVE.  Twin-turbo 
V8s assembled by hand. A clever 
cocktail of magnesium and 
aluminium to create a lighter, stiffer 
body. This sounds like the stuff of 
supercar builders - but in fact it’s 
the recipe behind what ought to 
be the world’s most conservative 
roadster. 

Every Mercedes-Benz SL I’ve ever driven 
has been at least a little bit boring, but that’s 
not a problem because it’s not supposed to be 
in any way pulse-raising. A couple of years 
ago I took an old 280 SL over the Buttertubs 
Pass, one of the best roads in North York-shire, 
and while it did absolutely nothing to involve 
me in the drive it did at least treat to me to a 
little dial letting me know how efficiently I was 
undertaking the journey (not very, as it turned 
out). A couple of years later I borrowed its 
Nineties successor, the 300 SL-24, and while it 
was a consummate technical masterpiece it felt 
like an S-Class without a roof. Largely because, 
for better or worse, it was. 

That’s not to say that there haven't been 
exciting SLs over the years, as anyone familiar 
with some of the ludicrously powerful AMG 


or Brabus versions will testify, but as a 
general rule of thumb the SL is meant to be 
sumptuous, sober and safer than staying in bed. 

Only it seems that the chaps in Stuttgart 
didn't get the memo this time. In fact, 
technically it isn’t even a Mercedes-Benz 
anymore. 

The SL is now a Mercedes-AMG, meaning 
that the legwork has now been entrusted 
to its in-house tuning division, and they've 
started by launching it with a choice of two 
V8s (although there will, in time, be a hybrid 
option too). Clearly the performance boffins 
have been hard at work, because the new SL 
doesn't share a single component with the 
old SL, or other AMG offerings like the GT 
Roadster. It’s also more aerodynamic and 
equipped with a lower centre of gravity than 
the outgoing roadster, but the real headline is 
that for the first time in the SLs 70-year career 
the power will be going to all four wheels. 
All of which means that this latest model is 
shaping up to be exciting to drive and agile 
through the bends - and that just won't do. 
Naturally, Mercedes has kitted it out with just 
about every driver aid imaginable, including 
sensors, cameras and radar systems lifted 
straight out of the latest S-Class, but even 
they I suspect won't be able to stop the new 
arrival’s custodians from smiling if they peel 
off the motorway and take the back roads for 
a change. 

The SL sounds like it’s being let off the leash 
for a change. The world’s most conservative 
roadster just got interesting...
